Tills reform If neither jiovv nor strange. 
It 


has been tried aud carried Into successful 
operation by other governments, and --lt__ wai 
started hero moro thau a charter of a century 
ago, during tho administration ot President 
Pierce'. But little was done, however, until 
the presidency of General (irant It was then 
taken up in earnest, aud from that time to 
tho present, it has been pn'«ed upon the at- 
tention of congress, until, at last, wo have the 
law approved In January, lbS3.

1 begin by s'aylngit is a law for tho federal 


government, and not for the states. Tbe 
states aro not In any degree affected by it, and 
its application to the offices of tho federal 
government Is much more limited than Is gen- 
erally supposed. 


H ha* no application to congressmen or any 


officers elected by the people, or to jndgesr 
cabinet officers, collectors of. customs, post- 
masters or any one of tho numerous officers 
whose appointment by tho president requires 
the continuation of tlio senate. It lias no ap- 
plication to laborers. 
In a word, it is lim- 


ited to officials higher in position than labor- 
ers and lower m position than those whose 
appointment must be confirmed by the senate. 
It Is confined to what may bedcsignatedastlie 
clerical officials of the government; nor does 
It apply to all these. It applies In all tho de- 
partn-cnts at Washington, but only In the 
nostoffices, custom houses, nnd oilier omces 
outside of Washington, In which the number 
of clorks exceeds fifty. It is estimated that 
the number of officials of tho executive de- 
partment of the United States is from ouo 
Jimidred to one hundred and thirty thousand; 
and the number of these oillclals to whom. 
Uilsl»w at present applies, is from ten to fif- 
teen thousand. Tho law is modest enough, 
•nd not at all ambitious or revolutionary. 


WhatmoreV U is supposed by some that 


it changes the tenure of office. There is not 
a word In it on this subject. All to whom it 
applies hold their places by tho same tenure, 
as heretofore.

There aro two other provisions of tho law

basis of population, as ascertained at tho last 
preceding census.

tory; It Is mandatory, and must bo wried 
out, if it bo possible. 
The other Is this: Be- 


fore an absolulfl appointment, there shall be, 
for all, a period ot probation. In other wows, 
Ilia noleiiougbjto establish the ability and 
litness of fbe applicant by a competitive ev 
miiliinlioo, how ever searching and judicious: 
ho must also undergo the test of actual trial. 
In the service, before ho ci>» receive a com- 
mission. Such is a brief summary of this

Employ mentis sought of tho govern- 
ment by the needy, because it can not/Do 
obtained elsewhere, aud tho number o£ those 
•who crowd the avruii&s of flpproach to places 
lu tho public service Is constantly oiMhe 
increase, and becoming moro and moro im- 
portun.ite.

When apresldent and a congressman are to 


bechoson, numerous applicants or candidates 
apply for the places, They apply directly to 
the people, who ate, on thl» occasion, if I 
may so call them, a ^asd civil service com- 
mission. How earnestly the ability and fit- 
ness of tlio applicants aro canvassed,,how 
sharp the open competitive contest, or exam 
iuatiou. 
Tho examination cannot be too 


sharp or too open and competitive

Wo expend, In salaries lor tho 


president and congra-smen, less than two mil- 
lion dollars a year; we expend, for the great 
body of clerical official*, about a hundred mil- 
lions. It is nnt m'cessiry to compare the ser- 
vices performed by these two classes of ofD 
curs; it should bo enough to know that tlio 
Inferior class keeps the accounts of a great 
n'alion, and receives aud pay s out yearly, lour 
hundred millions of the money of the pt-ople. 
1 ho people cannot go to the polls and elect, 
thene mam 
thousands of officials, nor can 


they directly appoint them 
T hey luust bu 


appointed as now. Cut th« people can com- 
Biind that hereafter they must servo them 
.and not the politicians, and that tbw bo 
chosen for that pur|»be only. So, at last, 
they have done, and what was begun a quar- 
ter of a century aco, Is now, in part, finished 
in the law before us, 


General Oarfield said, on one occasion: 


'One-third of life working hours of senators 
aud representatives Is hardly sufficient to 
meet the demands made upon them In refer- 
ence to appointments to ofllce." At (mother 
tlmo he said: "We press such appointments 
upon the departments; wo crowd the doors; 
wo fill the corridors; senators and representa- 
tives throng the offices until the public busi- 
ne" Is obstructed; the patience of officers is 
worn out, and sometimes, for fear of losing 
their places by our influence, they at last give 
way, and appoint men, not because they aro 
fit, but because wo ask It." 


I have referred to utterances of GorBeld. 


They were made when ho was In congress. 
How sad was his experience when be becanio 
chiet inagSsliute? 
Immediately npon,being 


sworn Into office, ho was Involved in contro- 
versy with the senators of New JorK. The 
character nud extreme bitterness of that con- 
troversy must be yet fresh lu your recollec- 
tions, for the press ot tho country was full of 
it. I have no desire to dwell upon it. It n 
enough, for jny present purpose to «?7'twas 
a death struggle-over federal omces, and 
bca,cely was U ended, ere the president was 
murdered by a dlsappolnled office seeker. 


Suppose at the time of hi* Inauguration 


there had been a law saying to Gultean, It is 
useless to apply to the president, for he is for- 
bidden to appoint jou to «n office, unless 
your qualifications «"d fitness have been as- 
certained nnd formally certified. Tlie mur- 
der would uot have been' committed, and we 
would have been spared the most shameful 
tragedy In onr history. Just such a law, we 
aro now considering. 


If faithfully administered, it will Improve
